DECEMBER QUARTER, 1923. 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 30th September, 1923, was—males, 1,122,016 ; females, 
1,077,792; total, 2,199,808. The increase since 30th September, 1922, 
was 37,228, and since the census in April, 1921, 97,840. 

Vital Statisties—December Quarter, 1923.— New Sovth Wules.—The births 
registered in December quarter numbered 13,162, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 24:09 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 5,206, which is 
equivalent to 9°50 per 1,069 of population. The annnal rate per 1,000 
population of the 4,660 marriages registered was 8°50. Compared with 
the average of the December quarter of the preceding five years the 
birth-rate was 6 per cent., the death rate 1 per cent., and the marriage- 
rate 3 per cenv. lower. 

Sydney and Suburts.—-Vhe births reeistered in December quarter 

umbered 5,538, equivalent to a rate of 22°87 per 1,000 of population per 
annum ; of the total, 2,810 were males and 2,728 females. The rateis 5 per 
cent. below the average of December quarter of she previous five years. 

The deaths in December quarter numbered 2,293, namely, 1,211 males 
and 1,082 females. The mortality rate of 9-47 per 1,000 of population 
per annum is 2 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the December 
quarter. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups, except 
5 years and over. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 661 per 1,0C0 
births, and is 12 per cent. below the average for the D>cember quarter 
of the previous five years. 

Trade of New South Wales.—Jmports— Tae Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the Docember quarter, 1923, were valued at 
£14,892,456, and show an increase in value of £358,165, or 2-5 per 
cent. in comparison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of 
merchandise increased by £353,694, and gold increased by £4,471. 
The total oversea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1923, were 
£55,010,083, an increase of £11,688,605 in comparison with the previous 
financial year. 

Exports.—The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
December quarter, 1923, amounted to £14,123,280 being a decrease in 
value of £448 .591, or 3:1 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
qjuarcer of the previous year. Separating merchandise from gold 
(bullion and specie), the exports of merchandise decreased by £445,931 
and the gold exports decreased by £2,660. Forthe year ended 30th June, 
1923, the total oversea exports were £42,581,922, being a decrease 
of £5,450,933 compared with the figures ot the previous financial year. 

Imports at Sydney.—kxcluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
éhe imports (oversea and interstate) at Sydney in December quarter, 
1923, were valued at £21,865,511. The following is a summary of the 
imports and transhipments :-—

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Public Finances—Censolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary state 
ments of the Public Accounts show that the net revenue for the 
December quarter, 1923, was £8,769,916, being an increase of £168,637, 
ov 1:96 per cent., as compared with December quarter, 1922, 


Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 30th December, 
1923, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were: Returns 
(per capita) to the State by the Commonwealth Government, £29,958 ; 
Motor Vehicle Tax, £22,575; Licenses—Motor Trafic Act, £10,423 ; 
Betting Taxes—Racing Clubs, &c., £10,943; Railways, £71,307 ; 
Wharfage and Tonnage Rates, &c. (Sydney), £21,761; Metropolitan 
Board of Water Supply and Sewerage Rates, £118,245; Hunter 
District Water Supply and Sewerage Board—Water Rates, £11,850. 

The principal decreases of revenue were: Income Tax, £94,131; 
Tramways, £9,996. 


The expenditure during December quarter, 1923, was £8,593,923, an 
increase of £439,132, as compared with December quarter of previous 
year. 


There were increases of expenditure during the December quarters, 
1923, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year, of— 
Governmental, £281,259; Business Undertakings, £129,059; and 
Interest, £142,357. 


Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Loan Expenditure 
during the years ended 30th June, 1922 and 1923, and the half-years

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Gold Produetion.—The gold yield during December quarter, 1923, was 
3,854 oz. fine, valued at £16,371, and showed a decrease of 1,155 oz. 
fine, and £4,910 in value, compared with December quarter, 1922. 


The gold produced durmg the year ended 31st December, 1928, 
amounted to 18,833 oz. fine, valued at £79,998, and is the lowest 
recorded since the first discovery of payable gold in Australia in 1851. 


Land Selections.—In the half-year ended 3lst December, 1923, there 
were 691 applications for 730,371 acres for original holdings under 
the Crown Lands Acts and Closer Settlement Acts; and 656,790 
acres, representing 760 blocks, were set apart for original holdings, 
which include areas for returned soldiers. During the year ended 
30th June, 1923, the number of applications was 1,536, and the 
area applied for 1,092,698 acres. The lands set apart for original 
holdings in the period were 772,474 acres, representing 1,147 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that in 
December, 1923, the prices of meat were 48 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914; other food and groceries were 68 per cent. higher; 
and the prices for the two combined were 63 per cent. higher. 


The general level of prices showed a decrease of 1} per cent. as 
compared with the previous month (November). Prices of meat 
were 4 per cent. lower than in November, and food and groceries 
were 14 per cent. lower. Butter, eggs, tea, oatmeal and candles were 
dearer. Potatoes were much cheaper, while the prices of cheese, flour, 
raisins and onions were lower also. 


Compared with the corresponding month (December) of 1922, 
meat was 18 per cent. dearer; other food and groceries were 2 per 
cent. dearer; and the two combined 5% per cent. dearer. 


The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.—During the December quarter, 1923, the general level 
of wholesale prices decreased by 5 per cent., and is now 30 per cent. 
lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920. 


During the quarter there was a decrease of 25 per cent. in the index 
number of meat, while agricultural produce decreased by 6 per cent. 
and groceries by 5 per cent. All other groups remained practically 
unaltered. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 52 
commodities remained unchanged during the December quarter, 
22 increased, and 26 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the 
Metropolis during the year ended 31st December, 1923, numbered 
11,011 as compared with 8,584 during the year ended 31st Decem- 
ber, 1922. 


During the year 1928 there was pronounced activity in building, and 
the number of new buildings was easily a record. 

The suburbs in which greatest activity was displayed were Canter- 
bury with 1,265 new buildings, Randwick 938, Willoughby 868, and 
Waverley 858. 


Country Municipalities.—Table No. 46 shows that during the 
year ended 31st December, 1923, permission was granted in 
country Municipalities to erect 5,926 new buildings, of the value of 
£3,793,126 as compared with 4.629, of a value of £2,678,399 in 
the year 1922. 
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Meteorology.—The total rainfall for October was above normal over the 
Southern Tablelands and South-Western Slopes and Plains, Eastern 
Riverina and parts of the South Coast. Shortages were greatest over 
parts of the Central Plains, North Coast, Western Division and Western 
Riverina. The highest termperature was 105 degrees at Bourke, and 
lowest 23 degrees at Kiandra. Karly in November there were good 
rains over practically the whole State except the extreme far west. 
Light to moderate rains cecurred in the middle of the month and light 
showers fell later. Heat wave conditions prevailed between the 25th 
and 27th, tho highest t:mperature being 110 degrees at White Cliffs. 
As in October, frosts were experienced on a few occasions, and snow fell 
on the extreme southern tablelands. In December heavy and wide- 
spread rains fell over the whole State, the western inland areas receiv- 
ing bounteous falls. The total rain for the month was generally above 
the average. Severe heat was experienced during the early and middle 
parts of December. 


Labour Conditions in December Quarter, 1923.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and Industrial Dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of December there were about 3,000 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 3,000 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included fitters 
and turners, iron-workers’ assistants, textile workers, clerks, and shop 
assistants; there was a scarcity of skilled workers in the building 
trades of moulders and motor-body builders, and of women for 
domestic work. 

During the December quarter, 7,025 men and 2,805 women were 
sought by employers trrougn the agency of the State Labour Hx- 
changes, and 6,683 men and 1,685 women were placed in positions ; 
in the previous quarter, 7,572 positions were made available, and 
6,594 persons were placed in positions. 

During the year 1923 the persons sought by employers through the 
avency of the State Labour Exchanges numbered 32,802, viz., 21.860 
men and 10,942 women. The number sent to employment was 27,831, 
viz., 20.529 men and 7,202 women. 

Dislocations. —- During the December quarter 18,750 employees 
were involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the 
total loss amounted to 67,172 working days. In the previous 
quarter 20,299 employees were involved, with the loss of 223,518 
days. 

The time lost through industrial dispute dislocations in 1923 was 
£89,562 working days, as compared with 588,459 working days in the 
previous year. 


Changes in Wages.—In a number of cases the weekly and hourly 
wage rates have been increased in accordance with the Board of 
Trade declaration of 7th September, 1923.

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No. 48.—New South Wales Estimated Wheat Harvest, 1923~—24. 
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A preliminary estimate of the wheat harvest of the season, 1923-24, was published ly tle 
Government Statistician on 11th January, 1924. 


The total harvest is estimated at 11,109,000 bags, equivalent (on the basis of 3 bushels 
per bag) to 33,327,000 bushels of grain. There were also 691,000 tons of hay. The total area 
sown with whest was slightly 2 greater than the estimate made in July last, being 3,903,900 acres. 
Of this area 2,806,100 acres were harvested for grain, 689,000 acres fare hay, and 408,800 acres 
either failed or were fed off. The average yield of grain was 11-9 bushels per acre, or -3 bushels 
greater than the average in the State for the past ten seasons. The total production represents 
an increase of 4,733,000 bushels of grain and 36,000 tons of hay over the harvest of the previous 
season. 

While the rainfall during the growing season was sufficient in quantity in most districts 
to have produced better results, it was so badly distributed as to have a serious effect upon the 
harvest. During the early part of the year drought conditions prevailed generally over the 
whole wheat belt, and not until June were good falls recorded. Splendid rains were received 
again in July in the Riverina, the South-western Slopes, and the Tablelands, but from August 
onwards the falls were generally light. 


The number of growers in the current season is 17,793, or 186 less than in last season. 
The following table gives particulars of the areas and estimated yields in the principal 
divisions of the State.

Estimated Wheat Surplus.—The stocks of old season’s wheat and flour held in New South 
Wales at the end of November, 1923, were (in equivalent wheat) 2,229,000 bushels. If the 
estimated production during 1923-24 of 33,327,000 bushels be added, there are available 
35,550,000 bushels. 

The maximum requirements, including seed wheat, may be estimated at approximately 
17,500,000 bushels, so that there will be a surplus of at least 18,000,000 bushels available 
for export.
